In reply to your inquiry as to the cause of increased ex- 

penditures for 1944-45, over preceding years, May I submit

The above shows that gmerally the two years of 1943-44 
and 1944-45 combined are not much more costly, and that is 
the only way to make comparisons. 


1943-48 was not a normal year as to cofte. We could not 
secure required amount of clothing, boots, or underwear. 
Hence we were living fram our house supplies, in stock, 
which are very much depleted at this time. We had only 

a cost of $532.99 for clothing in that year, while a pair 
of boots costs $3.00, When we have a chame to purehase 
needed clothing, then you will have inoreased costs. All 

our purchases for house, children, or farm, were more costly 
during the last year. Dominion stetistics are at hand at 
Ottawa to account for part of the increase, 


One item alene, woolen goods for winter skirts, trousers, 
and out doer wear, it was impossible to get. When we aia 
procure sae last year, it was quite an item. It was only 
by the most careful use of much material given us by the 
Military, through Mr, Rice, that our devoted Sisters cut 
am patched to make things go, mi save cocts.

I have just reviewed your financial statement 
for the quarter ended March 3lst, 1949, for the 
Shubenscadie Residential Sohool. 


It is noted that under the heading "Buildings 
and Repairs" there is an expenditure of $103.49, and 
under the heading "House Equipment" there is an 
expenditure of $304.62. Might I suggest that in future 
if repairs are required or new equipment is needed, you 
write to us before incurring the expenditure. 


In the case of repairs you would only have to 
state what is required and give an estimate of the cost. 
In the case of equipment you would have to list the 
articles needed, and if they come within the range of 
the items which we eliow, purchase will be made through 
the Departmental Purchasing Agent. A description of 
the article, catalogue number, the name of the firm ani 
the cost at which they can be secured should also be 
supplied. By following this suggestion we could probably 
save you a considerable amount of money during the 
course of a yeer. 


As you ere aware, we do not always supply articles

instant, we were io Halifax for the purpose of meeting the 
Roman Catholic Church authorities, concerning the proposed 
Indian residential school at Shubenacadie and to look into 
building materials and sources of supply. 


ie met the committee appointed by his Grace the 
Archbishop of Halifax, and, after conveying the greetings 
of the Honourable the Superintendent General and yourself, 
we explained the Department's proposal. Rev. father 
C. BE. Mollanus, of St. Mary's Cathedral, Halifax, Chairman 
of the committee, gave assurances of their eagerness to 
cooperate and appeared quite willing to have the proposed 
institution come under our regular scheme for schools of 
this class. After going somewhat into details concerning 
the management and financing of an Indian residential 
school, we discussed the service ¢hat can be given to the 
Indian children who might ve enrolled there. A set cf 
plans and literature concerning Indian residential selccis 
were left with Father lici#anus. 


It is proposed to secure the Sistere of Charity 
for the do estic and classroom activity, and we visited 
their Mother House on the bedford hoad, near Halifax. 
Their institution and the Sisters wo met made & very 
favourable impression and they, too, seemed quite eager to 
go into Indian work. jie left with them, also, a set of 
plans and literature concerning residential schoo 8. The 
Mother General of the Order is at present in \iestern Canada 
and she and her staff arranged to visit the Blood Indian

On Tuesday, the 19th instant, we arrived at 
Shubenacadie, NW. S., to examine properties there for the 
proposed Indian residential sehool. J. lL. Ilsley, Li.B., 
of .entville, HU. 2. for Hants-).ings, met us there and 
assisted until a final selection was made. At the outset, 
we had @ preliminary loox at the various sites that had 
been brought to your attention by letter, and, without 
much hesitation, we socom confined our interest to the 
Btter and Gay farms, which were carefully examined. 
Certain local persons with some influence were desirous 
that the Dewis property be inoluded in the final examin- 
ation, but Mr. Ileley and curselves could not agree that 
it was suitable enough to be worthy of comparison with 
the other two. 


It was considered advisable to proceed to 
Halifax for the 20th and 2lst, for the purpose of meeting 
the church authorities and to look into building materials 
and sources of supply.

We wish to point out that it was imposrible to 
loeate a building site on the Etter property which was at 
@ll close to the railroad or main highway, and the drainage 
facilities were not at all comparable with those of the Gay 
property. This also applies with more force to the Dewis 
property, but, in addition, the Dewis property's only 
possible site for the building was immediately ovor disfig- 
uring gravel pits and geneves ty rough ground. It was 
represented to us that a siding which was close to the Dewis 
property would be a big advantage. However, this feature 
was not worthy of serious thought as all materials would have 
to be unloaded from the cars into @ vehiole and hauled up a 
G@iffioult grade to the building. The Gay property, without 
railroad to cross and omly a few hundred yards farther from 
& railroad station, had the distinot advantage of being near 
@ post office and business community. we were warned by 
certain interested parties that the road leading to the Gay 
property, which happens to be the main road to Maitland, was 
flooded at certain seasons of the year. ie made several 
enquiries from independent sources in this connection and we 
leurned that the road was flooded for an hour or two a day 
in the spring of certain years only, but «nat it was not 
impassable even when flooded. 


Mr. S. J. Etter wanted $15,500 for his farm, which 
consists of 270 sores. A lot of the value of this property 
ie tied up in the buildings, the most important of which 
would have to be removed in the event of an Indian residen- 
tial school being erected there. Mr. George Gay, in his 
written offer to Mr. Indian Agent Lawlor, asked $9,000 for 
his 130 acres, but we were able to secure from him an option 
on the property at $7,000, provided he be allowed to harvest 
this year's crop. lie promised to do the fall Ploughing and 
otherwise preyare the fields for next year's farming 
operations. 


We wish to recommend that the farm of Ceorge Gay 
be surveyed at an early date, with a view to determining 
mot only the exact size of the property but also the best 
building site. If everything is found as has beon repres- 
ented tc us and the title is satisfactory, we believe it 
advisable to arrange the purchase. In our opinion it is 
easily the best property mear Shubenacadie for an Indian 
residential school. When title is being searched, it shovid 
be ascertained what privileges the owners have in connecrion 
with the lake that touches the property and if there ic 4 
right of way around ite southern extremity, 


Some time ago, approximately one-eighth of an acre 
of this farm was sold for the Bite of a Tesidenos. Three 
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or four years ago. the purchaser, Mr. Allan S. Etter, 
erected a residence, which would make a very suitable home 
for the farm instructor and other male membere of the 

staff of the proposed school. This residence and lot, which 
ie situate on the entrance road to the property, can be 
purchased for $4,000, which sum is less than would be 
required to erect a suitable farmer's residence. ie strongly 
recommend that this property, also, be purchased.

THE ULTRA-VIOLET TRANSMISSION OF VARIOUS NEW GLASSES AND WINDOW GLASS 
SUBSTITUTES AS COMPARED WITH THAT OF COMMON WINDOW GLASS; 


This letter circular is issued in response to numerous inquiries for informa- 
tion on the transmissive properties of new glasses and organic substitutes for 
window glass for use in solariums, sun parlors, schools, homes, office buildings, 
animal houses, and greenhouses. 

The visible rays of light are comprised between the approximate wave 
length of 760 yu in the red and 400 yu in the violet. Wave lengths longer than 
760 uu are called infra-red, and those shorter than 400 yy, ultra-violet. Though 
the average eye is not sensitive to wave lengths shorter than 400 wu such rays 
actually exist in the light of the sun, extending down to a wave length a little 
more or a little less than 300 yu, depending on the time of day, season of year, 
latitude, altitude and clearness of atmosphere. 

Since ordinary window glass shuts out the ultra-violet rays below about 
310 wu, much attention has been given of late to the production of special glasses, 
transparent to the shortest wave lengths which the atmosphere permits the 
sun to furnish us. This letter circular gives the results of ultra-violet trans- 
mission tests which have been made at the Bureau of Standards upon a number 
of such special glasses and common window glass. 


TOTAL TRANSMISSION OF VARIOUS GLASSES FOR THOSE ULTRA-VIOLET SOLAR RAYS 
TO WHICH COMMON WINDOW GLASS IS OPAQUE 

Using a filter method, direct measurements with sunlight as source, have 
been made during the noon hours of especially clear days from April to Decem- 
ber, 1927. 

These measurements covered the solar spectral region to which common 
window glass is opaque (below about 310 wx). Table 1 gives for that region 
the total transmission found for the following specimens:

SPECIAL TRANSMISSION OF VARIOUS GLASSES FOR THE ULTRA-VIOLET RAYS 


A second and more reliable method of measuring the relative transparency 
of a specimen of glass to ultra-violet light is to determine its spectral transmis- 


sion curve, wave length by wave length. 
in the accompanying illustration. 


Curves of this description are shown 
These curves were obtained by means of 


an artificial source of light (quartz mercury arc) giving a line spectrum richer 


in ultra-violet than the solar spectrum. 


By means of these spectral transmission curves an estimate of the 


relative 


transmissions of the various specimens for rays shut out by common window 


glass, may be obtained by reading from the curves the values of the transmission 
at 302 uu—the wave length of an intense mercury line, of convenient value for 
making such tests. Table 2 gives transmission values for this wave length. 
These are our most recent findings for new specimens.

SOLARIZATION 

Helioglass, Vitaglass and Cel-o-glass have been found to decrease in trans- 
mission at 302 yu and neighboring wave lengths (295 to 310 wu) by exposure to 
ultra-violet radiation from the sun, quartz mercury are, and carbon are. The 
rate of change is much more rapid with the are than with the sun and varies also 
with the different glasses. 

Vitaglass has been on the market the longest, hence concerning this glass 
we are able to give the most information on solarization. A sample which had 
been in a hospital window in Rhode Island for a year was found to have a 
transmission of 25 per cent. at 302 wy» (for thickness=2.3 mm). Further 
exposure to the quartz mercury are reduced the transmission but little, showing 
that solarization was complete. 

Exposure in Washington of a sample (t=2.35 mm) of Vitaglass directly 
to the sun for 123 hours (between 9 a.m. and 3 p.m. during June, July, and 
August) decreased the transmission from 47 to 35 per cent. Our tests show 
that the greatest decrease in transmission occurs during the first few weeks 
exposure. The average transmission of Vitaglass at 302 yy after complete 
degeneration by the mercury arc is about 25 per cent. for a thickness of 2.3 
mm. 

Helioglass has not been on the market for a sufficient length of time to 
obtain a complete solarization test. Two samples each of Helioglass and 
Vitaglass, exposed simultaneously to the sun in October to December, were 
found to have decreased in transmission at about the same rate. The average 
transmission of Helioglass at 302 yy, after complete degeneration by the mercury 
arc is about 30 per cent. for a thickness of 2.3 mm. 

Corex glass appears to undergo no appreciable change in transmission when 
exposed to solar radiation. For example, a sample of cathedral finish Corex 
which had been in a greenhouse roof in New York for 14 months was found to 
have, as nearly as could be measured on that kind of surface, the same trans- 
mission as a new sample. It was then polished plane and found to have a 
transmission of 89.5 per cent. at 302 uu, while the average transmission for 
new samples as given in Table 2, is 89. 

On the other hand, exposure to a quartz mercury are causes a very marked 
decrease in the transmission. 
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Cel-o-glass (cellulose acetate) becomes opaque at 302 up, and shorter wil 
lengths, after 25 hours exposure to the quartz mercury arc. A sample that was 
exposed to the sun for 400 hours during the months of April to October, 
decreased but little in transparency at 302 wu. On the other hand, samples that 
transmitted 30 per cent. at 302 uu, when new, transmitted only 5 to 10 per 
cent. at this wave length after being exposed on the side of a building con- 
tinuously day and night for 8 months, April to December, showing that the 
change in transparency may be owing to the varying conditions of the weather. 

Quaris-lite is not appreciably affected by sunlight. Exposure to the quartz 
mercury arc decreases its transmission slightly (measured at 313 yy). 

Common Window Glass is also slightly decreased in transmission by 
exposure to the quartz mercury arc but changes inappreciably in sunlight. 


THICKNESS 
The thinner the glass, the greater in general will be its transparency to 
ultra-violet rays. Considerations of strength, however, set a limit to an 
indefinite reduction in thickness. Commercial samples have been submitted 
for test with a thickness of less than 1 mm (1/25 inch). In installing such 
glass, attention should be given to the proper size of sash to meet safety 
requirements.

Dear Mr. Ileley,- 


1 have given most careful attention to your 
letter of the 30th ultimo with inclosure from Ur. 
Robert Gass, in which you deal with the proposal to add 
to our water supply system at the Shubenacadie school 
in order to accommodate the town and provide for them a 
fire protection system. I doubt very much the advis- 
ability of the Department becoming involved in a scheme 
of that kind. We would have to provide a pumping 
plant much larger than would be required for the school 
including a larger elevated storage tank. The cost of 
installation would be correspondingly increased; this 
inerease could hardly be charged to public funds and 
would have to be met in some way by the town and the 
town would also be put to considerable expense in lay- 
ing a pipe line from the elevated tank to the town, 
with hydrants and the necessary hose and equipment. 

We would have been glad to consider this proposed plan 
but taking into consideration the cost of installation 
and the cost of operation it seems to me wise to say 
that we do not consider the plan favourably.

Dear Sir:- 


Replying to your letter of Nov. 6th with 
reference to survey for Pipe Line in connection with 
the proposed water supply for the College building, I 
would say that I have made a preliminary survey and 
think it advisable before going further, to submit the 
following as to existing conditions, in order that the 
decision as to location be made with full knowledge as 
to the situation. 


I am sending you under separate cover a 
Blue Line Print of that vortion of the property lying 
between the Shubenacadie - Maitland Main Public Road 
and the River, on which is shown, roughly, two altern- 
ative locations. 


Your letter conveys the impression that 
the proposed pipe line is to enter the Lake where the 
shore is within the boundaries of the college property. 


Under ordinary conditions I would have 
assumed that this had been decided upon and have dis- 
regarded the second location which, as will be noted, 
involves crossing a part of the adjoining farm owned by 
the Brothers Snide. It has also occurred to me that, 
owing to the fact that my Plan of the Gollege property 
shows only a small portion of the Lake,a mistaken idea 
may have been formed as to its size, and location with 
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reference to the College property. For this reason, I have 
thought it advisable to submit this memo and await further 
instructions before making the final location. 


The location marked "A" - "BY" - "C" as shown, is 
entirely upon, and takes the water from that portion of the 
Lake which is within the boundaries of, the College Property. 


The distance by this line is 1900 feet, assuming 
an approximately direct line and reasonable distarce from the 
shore to point of intake. This last should be determined by 
soundings for the depth of water and observation of the effect 
on the water of drainage entering from the main road which 
passes near the Lake at this point. 


The rise of the ground from the water level at 
this point is such that the pump house must be located practically 
at the shore, see point "A" on Plan. The tank will require to 
be at the point marked "B" distant about 1000 feet from "A" 
at which point the elevation is about three feet above the 
floor of Boiler Room, which is 29 feet above the lake level 
as on the date of survey, which may be regarded as ordinary 
high water. The pipe from A to B can be straight with a practically 
uniform grade. The ground is clear and there is no rock. 


From "B" to the building the ground first falls 
to an elevation of approximately 18 feet above the Lake Level, 
then rises to the building. 


If this line is adopted it will probably not be 
considered advisable to place the Tank near the building as 
suggested in your letter, as to do so would necessitate either 
pumping over the ridge and through the hollow or carrying the 
pipe line at a considerably greater length around the southern 
Side of the hill in a curve.(See the dotted line "C - D" A’): 


In any case, with this line the Pump house must be 
at the lake. 


Having no information as to the estimated daily 
consumption, capacity of tank, or size of the pipe to be used, 
I am not able to say anything as to what protection from frost 
will be required for the tank. 


If this is to be a consideration it can, of course, 
be more conveniently provided for if the tank is located as 
your letter suggests, in the rear of the buildings and near 
the Boiler Room. It should, however, be mentioned that owing 
to the steep slope and somewhat "springy" nature of the 
original surface here which has been built up with the loose 
clay and earth excavated from the foundation of the building, 
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yoDept...Indian. Affairs, pate. .NOV..16,-1928. 


it will be necessary to pay greater attention to the foundation 
for the tank if placed at that point than if located elsewhere. 


As has been made clear, the adoption of this 
route while having the advantage of being entirely upon 
the property of the College, end absence of curve in the pipe 
line, has the disadvantage of requiring the Pump House to be 
at the Lake, and the tank at about 900 feet from the College 
Building. There is also the question as to whether the 
water at this point of intake will be found as pure as if 
taken further from the road, a6 at the point "F". 


The alternative route marked "C"="g" "FR" as pro- 
posed involves crossing the Snide farm, for a distance, be- 
tween the College Property boundary and the Lake shore, of 
425 feet. This line which leaves the lake at or near the 
point marked "ER" passes over an approximately level surface, 
through and along the margin of a swamp with a gradual rise 
which preaches and elevation above the Lake level of 14 feet 
at point "B", 1100 feet from the Lake, at which point the 
Pump House can be located. 


From "BE" to the building at "Cc" the distance 4s 
measured on the survey tangents is 718 feet to the corner 
of the Boiler Room at the rear of the building at or near 
which the Tank will be located. 


This line is open and the excavation cost, while 
slightly greater than that on line "“A"-"B"4c", owing to the 
necessity for creater depth where it crosses two small 
ridges, will not be materially greater, and may possibly be 
offset by the somewhat shorter pipe line called for. 


As shown, the line is not straight but the 
curve, if thought objectional, car be eliminated by alteration 
in direction at the pump. 


Without knowing the size and type of pipe which 
will be used, I am unable to estimate to what extent the 
friction through the 1100 feet will affect the lift. 


I have spoken to Mr. Snide as to the pipe line 
crossing his property and he has expressed himself as not 
opposed to it or in any way inclined to put obstacles in the 
way. He mentioned as a reasonable compensation $100.00, but 
afterward told me he was not disposed to "Bargain" and would 
accept any reasonable compensation. I amof the opinion that 
he will accept $50.00. 
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AS will be apparent the advantages of this 
location are slightly shorter distance and its being possible 
to locate the Pump House within 700 feet of the College and 
the Tank as close as may be required, also the, probably, more 
desirable point of intake. 


The disadvantage being that it is in part 
on the adjoining property. 


I have not thought it necessary at this stage 
to make more than a preliminery survey, or to prepare a profile 
of the two routes. If you will advise me as to which location 
has been selected I will at once complete the Survey and forward 
plan showing details.

I beg to report that on the 10th and llth 
of this month I made an inspection of the new Indian Residential 
School at Shubenacadie, Ne Se While there I gatiered the 
information necessary to lay out the water supply system for 
the building and I beg to submit the following particulars. 


Adjoining the School property is a small 
lake indicated on the plan as Snide Lake and located approximately 
2000 feet N. B of the School building. An analysis of the 
water from this lake was made in the laboratory of the Prov incial 
pepartment of Health at Halifax and found to be satisfactory for 
domestic purposes. The possibility of using a well as 4 source 
of supply was considered, but it was found on inquiry that well 
water in the vicinity of Shubenacadie was hard and unpalatable, 
Snide Lake is, therefore, recommended as a source of supply. 


Before the most economical system could be 
decided upon it was necessary to ascertuin if a continuous supply 
of electric power would be available at the School. On inquiring 
it was found that the local Blectric Light Co. has @m@m@t been taken 
over by the Avon River Power Co. and they will be in a position to 
supply a continuous 24 hour service after July lst of this year. 
With continuous electric power available a water supply sy stem 
incorporating a pneumatic tank and automatic power pumps is 
recommended. 

The layout of the proposed water sup ly system 
provides for a pump house, located approximately 700 feet to the 
rear of the School building and 1100 feet from the Lake. At this 
point the elevation of the pump house will be 14 feet above the 
water level of the lake and 15 feet below the basement level of 
the School. The suction pipe will be 5" galvanized steel and 
the force main 4" galvanized steel pipe. The pumping equipment 
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will consist of 4 Pairbanks Moree No 4340 self-oiling, 
Typhoon power ramp, belted to = ball-bearing motor, both 
mounted on steel base. This ump has a working pressure 
of 65 pounds and & c& icity of 5000 allons per 0ure 


For fire protection 4 Fairbanks Morse 
Jentrifugel sump No 3264, 4" with direct connected motor 
will be provided. the pump house will be 14" x 16° of 
vrick construction and will house the .wmnps und a 4* x 16°

The system contemplated will provide an 
mole supply of good water for all domestic purposes and

I would recommend thet the installation be 

sarried out by day labour under the supervision of Mre Crowell, 
who has acted as inspector of Construction on the work.

This will I think be quite feasable as the hollow in 
question should be filled in the natural course of Farm 
improvement, and I think this can be done at less than the 
cost of sinking the pipe as is, of course, necessary on the 
remaining portion of the line.

I have not as yet submitted it to Mr. Snide, but in 
discussing the matter a few days since he suggested the 
clause providing for payment for damage should it be found 
necessary at some future time, when’ the land was under crop, 
to oven the line or use the right of way in such manner as 
to cause additional damage.

Rhodes, Curry Limited, Contractors of this Town, 
who built the new school for the Indians at 
Shubenacadie, have consulted me in reference 

to an amount of $1,000 which is being withheld 
from them on account of an adverse report 

that has been filed with the Department by 

J. W. Crowell, the Inspector appointed, I 
presume, by the Government to inspect this 
particular work. 


A perusal of the correspondence would indicate 
that the floors in the basement and some other 
parts of the building were not in the condition 
called for by the Specifications. At first 

I was inclined to believe there was some 

faulty construction but on going into the 
matter fully with the Contractors I find the 
complaint of Mr. Crowell is that the surface 

of these floors was not waxed. I quote from 
the Specifications as follows: 


“Finish of Concrete Floors - All concrete floors 
in basement and bathrooms and toilets on all 
other floors shall be finished with a topping 

of colormix in accordance with the svecifications 
of the Master Builders Company or approved equal. 
The floors when finished shall be absolutely 

dust proof and water proof. and trowelled to 


a herd smooth surface. The fllors shall .be 
finished in red and to the thickness of Fd 
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I respectfully call your attention to the fact 
that under the Master Builders Company if the 
floors constructed as set out in the above 
Specifications are to be waxed, that is to be 
so specified by the architect. No such 
specification is to be found, and if that is 
the only complaintof Mr. Crowell and it is 

not a part of the contract I do not see how 
the Department is justified in withholding 

the money. 


This would be an extra in my opinion. If 
the Department wished the floors waxed it 
would cost in the vicinity of $1,200. 


If there is any doubt about this contention 
I wish you would look into it and advise me 
as to the attitude of the Department.

The epecificutions spipulate that the 
floors are to be trowelled to a hard, smooth surface. This has not been 
dome, and if you will examine these floors you will find that they have 
either been laid by imexperienced workmen or sufficient time was not taken 
to peoperly trowel the surface. Some time ago the ihodes Curry Co. wre 
advieed that the Department expected thes to mut t::c80 floors in a proper 
conditions

I enclose herewith account covering services during the 
past summer in connection with location and Inspection of Water 
Supply Pipe, and Pumping Station for the Indian College at Shu- 
penacadie, Nova Scotia. 


You will note that the Inspections were not at regular ine 
tervals as it was found necessary under the conditions existing 
to time my visits according to the progress of the work and the 
state of the weather, which was unusually dry when the excavation 
was made thus rendering it possible to cut to perpendicular walls. 


Before the pipe was in place heavy Rains had fallen causing 
the Banks of the cut to cave in and choking the outlet from the 
swamp and affecting the character of the bottom on which the pipe 
rests, and(possibly)the grade in places} sufficiently to cause 
under strain in the joints. 

I had intended furnishing you with a plan showing the loca- 
tion of the line as finally located and a Profile, but as this 
will call for an additional three or four days work and you may 
not condider it necessary I have decided not to prepare either 
unless instructed to do 80.

Father Mackey reports that, with a driving rain 
storm, there is a considerable leakage of water on every 
floor on the front of the building. This damages the plaster 
on all the floors and seeps through to the basement. The 
sub-contractor on the roof (James Donohough of Halifax) 
examined the roof and it was decided that it was not the fault 
of the roof. Father Mackey further states that he has heard 
of similar compleints at other buildings throughout the 
Province where "blue-nose" brick was used. 


BARN: 


Father Mackey stated that practically 11 the barns 
in Nova Scotia have lightning rods. He wished this matter to 
be brought to your attention and, if the Department considers 
this equipment necessary on the barn at the Shubenacadie School, 

, Father Mackey has secured a quotation from Ettinger Bros. of 
$126.40 for the complete installation. 


PUMP AND PUMP HOUSE: 


{he pump is not working properly and Mr. McKenzie, 
who surveyed the place, intends to visit Shubenacadie about May 
5th and give Father Mackey some information regarding it. 
Following Mr. McKenzie's visit, Father Mackey will write the 
Department and I_ considered that, on receipt of this letter, it 
might be advisable to write the makers of the pump, viz., 
CansaTan Fairbanks-lMorse Co., wid might be able to give some 
expert advice regarding its operation. fhe local agent of the 
Canadian Fairbanks-lMorse Co. was unable to advise Father Mackey 
exactly what action to take to remedy the difficulty. 


BASEMENY? YLOOR IN MAIN BUILDING: 


Father Mackey states that this floor still requires 
some attention. He further stated that he understood that a 
certain amount had been withheld from the contractor with a 
view to having this condition of the floor remedied. If so,

Dear Mr. Orr: 


I have visited the School Building at Shubenacadie. 
I took Mr. Dunne,our Superintendent along with me,and examined the 
floors thoroughly. I must say I was very much surprised that fault 
could be found with floors such as we put in that building. 


Father MacKey pointed out the bad places - there 
was only one - about four feet square in the Girls Play Room and 
one about the same size in the Dining Room. 


The steps have been worn some,mostly on account 
of the children's boots. I noticed in the Boys section of the 
building,even the steel nosings have been worn. 

It is almost impossible tokeep any kind of a concrete 
floor in shape without some treatment. I would advise you to 
authorize putting on two coats of Hippo oil. I do not know of any- 
thing better for floors. We would be willing to rub down the rough 
places with fine carborundum and would do anything in reason to assist, 
but must say in all the buildings I have been in for the last year or 
so,I have not seen a better concrete floor than what we have put in 
that building. 

I do not think it fair to hold up %1000.00 of our 
money for a small item like that,and I trust you will see your way 
clear to authorize the payment of the balance due us. I assure you 
we would appreciate receiving this payment,very much.

$his transformer. \e 4180 beg to say that on the lines of the Avon 
River Power co. there are many electrically driven machines, instance, 
The Nova Scotia Clay Works, and mill machinery. ‘hey have had no 
trouble with the power. 

Para. 9. \e have detached pump from motor,in the presence of 
your representatives from Halifax,motor ran perfectly, but as soon as 
pump was connectedthe motor would not attain sufficient speed to throw 
out the brushes. Therefore from the instructions which came with pumps 
we came to the conclusion that the motor was over-loaded or not net 
stong enough. 

Para. 10. Smaller pump was installed only for an emergency and 
the bigger pump was to do the heavy part of the pumping. It was only in 
case of fire that we intended to work them together. We did try them 
together and while the bigger pump would run, yet the result was the 
same as if the smaller one was working alone. 

We might say in conclusion ,that any answers we have given to 
your auestions,and anything we have said in seis lettenis to the best 
of our knowledge the truth. We are not trying to make trouble for any- 
one, but we do believe that we have a just cause for complaint, and

With reference to the copy of the letter you sent me on August 
20th. inst. I wish to point out that the suction pipe is not 2hK in. 
but five inches. In the five 90 degree elbows,the first one is in the 
lake,ten feet below water line,and the pipe from lake for a disbance 
of fifty feet is lower than low wer mark,.After entering pump housethe 
suction pipe is reduced to three inches,connection from the five inch 
pipe to the larger pump. Three inch is the size of the suction entrance 
to this pump. For the smaller pump reduction is to twoand one-half inch, 
and the connection is from the five inch pipe and not from the three. So 
in all the suction line we have about two feet and a half of twoand a half 
inch pipe. As you will readily understand the party who rote this letter 
was misinformed. 

Refer to the last sentence of para. 6. We may say that the pumps 
are regulated to cut in at 45lbs,.pressure and out at 65 lbs. Yet ghis 
pump will not function at 45lbs . 

Para. 8. Before consulting with your representatives at Halifax, 
we had a man from the Avon River power Co. come and test the voltage

You will note that a 5000 gallon Unit cnnnot be used 
and that Father Mackey has recommended its re ‘lecenont with 94900 gellon Unit 
for the reason that he already has one Unit of this canacity which worke 
eatisfactorily.

Following are the yertinent facts of this matters 
Our 5000 gal. Typhoon Pump actually has a disolacement of 5.364 gals. ver hr. 


The original chain drive, of which no record was kept, operated the pump at 
285 r.o.em., the maximum being 215 according to factory rating. At a speed 
of 265, n@lecting slip, and assuming a combined efficiency of 65% for the 
pimp and the drive chain, §-3/4 H.P. motor would be absorbed. 


It was not vossible to obtain sprocket with more than 114 teeth and such a 
sprocket was suoplied after my visit. The Pumo was then not operating as 
slowly as I reconmended, but is running at 191 R.P.M. requiring 6 HP. 


Considering that the maximum horsenower demand occurs only during the final 

two or three minutes in puming uo the tanks - they are hydro-pneumatic tanks - 
a 5 Hop. motor should not be seriously overloaded. That is to say the job 
ought to be O. K. now, particularly as the above H.P, calculations neglect 

slip of the pum. 


Father Mackey', statement quoted by the Halifax Office to the effect that 
"4t does not deliver as much water as the 2500 gallon unit “ would indicate 
that either the suction line is partially obstructed or there is something 
wrong with the Pum. Unfortunately, there is no specific information as to 
the speed the pump is running , and the statement of Father Mackey, quoted 
above, is unlikely to be based on actual measurement of the water delivered. 


It would be an expensive matter to install a 2500 gal. pump in place of the 
5,000 gallon. If it is really necessary to still further reduce the capacity 
a Plex-Mor Drive, ratio 6.96;1 would give a speed of 165 RPM. Still, 
neglecting slip, 148 R.P.M. would require just 5 HeP. with an efficiency of 
65% and with the tank at maximm pressure further assuming that the pum 
pressure exceed the tank pressure by 5#. The Fle#-Mot drive would cost 
about $70.00 at Montreal. 


I suspeet that either the pump is not just right or the suction line is 
partially obstructed, so that only the capacity of the smaller pump, 2500 
gallogs per hour, can 9asse 


If Ivfm going to be in Halifax during the next month or six weeks, Or 80, 
I believe the best way to take care of this would be to have you ship to me 
at Shubenacadie, or our Halifax Office, the following: 

2 Chain Tongs for 5" & 6" pipe 

2 large Stillsons 

1 Vacuum Gauge 

1 Pressure Gauge of known accuracy 

1 Breast Drill with drill to suit vressure gauge and 

vacuum gauge conn. 
1 Tan for the same 1- speed indicator 
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This is not exactly a jon for a plumber and our mechanics at Halifax 
are not equipped to handle the pipe. A vacuum gauge applied to both 
pumps in turn would tell a great deal about the condition of the suction. 
As the job now stands, and with the informtion we have, there is no 
@pparent reason for the complaint that the pump is not delivering its 


Bepacity and that the motor is apparently overloaded - two contradicting 
conditions.

Confirming the different conversations 
we have had in the last few weeks regarding the pumping 
station at the above school. I have looked over the 
recommendations that were made at the time and the 
different reports that were brought in by our ow men, 
and sent in by the customer, and I cannot see what can 
be causing any trouble at the station besides the suction 
line, 


The pump is a positive displacement 
pump and its capacity cannot be altered by anything 
but the change in its speed. Mr. Kemp reports the speed 
has been brought up to exactly what it should be. (I 
natumally assume that customer has opened the pump to 
check up if any of the valves or leather cups were in 
proper shape. It might happen that a suction valve 
would be broken, although this very seldom happens). 


We have had on several occasions 
trouble with the suction line on some of our installations 
and have in some cases found that some of the metal used 
for galvanizing it partially clogged the pipe. In this 
case it is not probable that this metal would clog the 
pipe as it is too large, but it may have got under the 
flap of the foot valve or check valve and may prevent 
it from opening properly. Again there may be some dirt 
getting in this pipe line, which also would prevent these 
valves from opening properly. 


There is no reason that I know of why 
this 5,000 gallon pump should not pump its full capacity 
when pumping through 5" pipe as installed. I believe 
that if the customer would install a suction gauge on his 
line, he would know right away what is causing the trouble,

I want to bring to your attention again thematter of a house 
for the carpenter-engineer. The farmer has a residence on the 
property,and the question of a house for the carpenter-engineer 
was spoken of just shortly after the School opened,three years 
ago.It has been mentioned every year since. +he ability of the 
male help speaks for itself in that there has been no changegsince 
the School opened. 

I realize that in the interests of economy expenditure is 
curtailed,but at the same time I think that we could build the 
house at much lesser cost this year than at any other time. As 
in the building of the dairy-ice-house and hog-house,we could do 
a good share of the work ourselves. The plastering and electric 
wiring would be the only things requiring outside help. 

The farmers house cost the Dept. four thousand dollars,I think 
we could build one of the same size for half that amount. We have 
not bothered you very muchxexcept for buildings,and I do hope that 
in this matter you will do the best.you can for us. Please let me 
know if there is any possibility of having it done this coming 
summer,

It is my opinion that a further economy coulc be effected 
in the administration of this school were it possible to 
increase the farm by another one hundred and fifty acres 
at a reasonable figure and would recommend that this 
matter be looked into. 


In bad condition and unsafe for driving without 
a thorough overhauling. I have no hesitation in the 
interests of economy of recommending the turning in of 
this machine, as it can only be a bill of expense from 
now on. 


Father Mackie is a man of splended executive 
ability and intensely interested in his work. He has 
gathered about him a staff apparently imbued with the same 
high ideals. I believe Father Mackie's advice and assist- 
ance will be invaluable in the drafting of any scheme for 
the better edministration of Indian Affairs in the Maritimes.

Dear Sirs 


I beg to revort that on March 17th I visited 
Shubenacadie Indian Reserve, Owing to flooded conditions 
of reserve could not get the information reauired and will 
have to return at a later date. 


Mr. Wallace the Agent at that point asked my 
assistance in preparing his reports but when I attempted 
to do so found the former Agent had turned over to Mr. 
Wallace no records or information of any kind and that 
Mr. Wallace himself possessed very little of the reouired 
information. 


As Mr. Wallace cannot secure this information 
without visiting practically every home on the reserve 
and as the roads will prohibit this for probably two weeks, 
T assisted in the filling in of what information he had 
advised the forwarding of them and at the earliest possible 
moment the securing of the information and the forwarding 
of a complete report. I pointed out to Mr. Wallace the 
necessity of holding dovm expenditures, advised him to check 
carefully all applications for relief pointing out that he 
being a new man the Indians would no doubt try to take 
advantage of him. 


While I am satisfied Mr. Wallace is honest and 
will carry on the work to the best of his ability, yet he 
is timid, fearful of getting entangled with the law, lacks 
initiative, aggressiveness and in my opinion not at all 
suited for the position.

I beg to report that on March 18th I arrived 
in Truro called on Mr. Fox, Indian Agent and with him 
visited the Reserve and school at that point. 


We visited a great many of the Indian homes 
and I must say was very favorably impressed by the 
Cleanliness end general activities in the homes. 


While there are aulte a number of old people 
as well as sick who are unable to support themselves on 
this reserve, among those who are able there seems to be 
a strong desire to support themselves and while I was 
there all were busy. That in the past white men have 
been engaged to build roads and do repairs on the reserve, 
is resented by the Indians and in my opinion justly so. 
There is no excuse for it, it only anta-gonizes the Indian 
and increases the cost of relief. 


If there is no regulations making it obligatory 
for Agents to engage Indians (whenever possible) for all 
work on reserves, I beliewe there should be and that the 
regulation should be stricly enforced. 


On our visit to the school we found fourteen 
pupils present out of an enrolment of 20. Several were 
at home sick with colds. The Teacher reported regular 
attendance. 


The children appeared clean, attentive and fairly 
well nourished. The school room was in my opinion not so 
clean or neat as it should be, neither was the teacher so 
neat and tidy in her appearance. I drew this to the Agant'ts 


attention 
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attention and he agreed to speak to her. 


Mr. Fox has had previous experience in social 
work, I understand. He has made a good start here, he 
wishes to help the Indian but realizes and also tells 
them they must help themselves. I shall be much dis- 
appointed if Fox does not make a big improvement at 
Truro. 


Would advise keeping an eye on this now as a 
suitable person as a full time Agent should such appoint- 
ment be made.

I deg to report that on Wednesday of last week I made 
an inspection of the Shudenacadie Indian Residential School. This 
bu@lding was erected in 1929 and reports have been received by the 
Department during the last year or so that the building was being 
damaged during periods of heavy rain. 


The survey of the interior of the building showed 
clearly that rain was penetrating the south wall of the building and 
doing considerable damage to the plaster and interior finish. The 
prevailing winds are from the south-east and it appears that the 
south wall is the only one that is noticeably affected. 


I might eay that when this school was erected the 
interior of all the exterior walle was water-proofed with a composition 
of tar and asphalt. Thie was applied direct to the hollow building 
tiles which were used in connection with the face brick in the con- 
struction of the outside walle. The face brick used in the building 
ie extremely hard and it is practically impossible for water to penetrate 
seme. Tho examination shows, however, that in spite of these precautions 
the rain ie being forced through the wall during a driving rain from the 
south-east. 


With a view to determining the best way of remedying 
the existing condition I inspected several of the large buildings 
recently erected in Halifax and in all cases I found that they are 
experiencing the same trouble. The Nova Sootia Hotel, erected a 
few years ago by the Canadian National Railway, spent about two years 
endeavouring to eliminate the trouble om their south wall. The results 
were ell unsatisfactory until the entire outside surface of the wall 
was waterproofed by the Western Waterproofing Company, who have a 
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The Bell Telephone Co., the Capital Theatre, the 
Nova Scotia Light, Heat and Power Co., Bank of Montreal, Moir's 
Factory and other large buildings in Halifax have deen water- 
proofed by the Western Waterproofing Company and the results have 
been entirely satisfactory, climinating in all cases the penetration 
of rain through the walle. 


It ie extremely important that immediate attention 
be given to the waterproofing of the Shubemacadic School in order 
to safeguard the building, and I would recommend that arrangements 
be made immediately with the Western Waterproofing Co, to carry out 
this work. They guarantee their work for five years and have deen 
strongly recommended to me by those who have employed them for this 
work. 

The estimated cost is $2,000 and I have been advised 
that funds are available in the Vote for Indian Education to cover 
the cost.

Hope you had a good trip back to Ottawa. 
The night you left a heavy shower of rain levelled 
the beautiful field of oats we had in front of the 
school. The next day I looked into the metta of the 
floor in the driveway of the barn and found it 
completely rotted. You could take a screw driver am 
push it through almost all of the joists. We will 
have to replace it before we can thrash what grain 
we have or put in our roots. I am writing to the 
Secretary asking if the Department could obtain 
three rails for us. A fellow in the village had 
three rails; he would not sell them but said we could 
have them since we need them immediately, but he 
expects us to replace them for him, as he plans on 
doing a similar job on his barn in the near future, 
The Department, I hope, will help us out because I 
could not get them from the railroad authorities, 


I am sorry that you could not get 
into the root cellar and see the conditions there, 
For the job, we will require 25 pieces, 15' x 
3" x 12", and with 3" flooring making a single floor, 
will run into about 1750 ft. All told the cost will 
be heavy. Do you think there is any chance that 
the Department would pay for material, including 
about five bags cement? The lumber will cost between 
twenty and twenty-two dollars a thousam,

Dear Sir:- 


I beg to bydbmit the following concerning the fire which we 
had here on November 19, 1936. 


About 11.45 A.M., a Sister came to my room,at the time I 
wae in the bath-room, and shouted to me that there was a fire in the 
boiler room. ‘Within a very short time I was in the boiler room, the 
place was full of smoke, and I could see flames behim the boiler 
near the outside wall. I got the hose off the rack and ran with it 
to the gzrage to set away from the smoke, By that time, Father Brown, 
Stewart Cooper and some of the bigger boys were there. Asking them 
to get the water tumed on, I left +o come up to the office, telephored 
to the Cmtral Office and asked he: to get us what help she could, I 
went back to the boiler room but they coulda not get water through the 
hose. We found out afterwards thit @ny sharp bend in the hose would 
prevent the water from coming through, Seeing that we were not ge tting 
anywhere with that hose, I came back to the first floor and put the 
hose from that rack out the window in order to get at the fire, which 
was greatest in the corner made by the Chapel wall ana roof of the coal 
bin. In the meantime, McLeoGd had gone to the pump house, started the 
second pump, am stepped up the pressure. We got very little water 
from tne hose on the first floor - no pressure. ( Found out afterwards 
that the bushing that the valve stem turns through was cracked and 
would allow stem to turn without opening plunger. 


While this was going on, a great crowd had arrived from the 
village, includ ing the two members of the R.C.leP., Am all the buckets 
in the house and other utensils were used. It was not very long be fore 
the fire in the boiler room was just smoldering, But the fire had made 
its way up alongside the small crack between the sheet metal cover ing 
of the boiler room, at a point where the sheet metal meets the I beam, 
and worked its way along the I beam into the two-by-six which rest on 
edge on the I beam, The only way we could get at it was from above, 
on account of the sheet metal being nailed to the two-by-six, and this 
nececsitated cutting into the floor of the Cyapele By one o'clock it 
was a matter of locating those places bewieen floors which were slowly 


burnings 


{The fire wood was put in the boiler room sometime during the 
month of June, when there was no fire in the boiler, and there is no 
doubt but that what was left of it, should heave been removed when the 
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fire was started in the boiler. Nevertheless, there has been wood in 
the same place year afta year am no fire. There are some things 
which lead me to believe that the fire was not started from any spark 
from the boilers. It has always been a problem to prevent boys from 
making their way to the boiler room, in order to have a smoke, and it 
has happened that whatever they shoule be smoking, would be thrown 
away, should anyone come along. 


As far as we can find out at this time, Gilbert Francis was told 
to shake up the fire about ten forty-five. At eleven o'clock, Hd 
McLeod, carpenter -engineer, went to the entrance of the boiler room 
to get the boy, but he was not there and he did not notice any fire at 
the time. Gilbert Francis was the only boy who was supposed to be in 
the boiler room that morning. ‘There were a few boys at the barn, but 
as yet I have not had time to check up on them. 


Before closing I wish to express my sincere thanke to the men of 


Shubenacadie for the ready recponse and for their strenuous efforts 
to help us out of a most serious situation.

As for the work on the boys' ené of the building, 
we got the bricklayer, Addison Miller, startea on the 
Zlst of October. Mr. Thompson, the other bricklayer, 
was working and we could not obtain his services, With 
only one bricklayer at work, the progress was slowe 
So I got in touch with Mr. Purdy, M.P., and he told 
me that he would get two men for mes ‘They did not 
arrive at the time hey stated they would, but he 
telephoned to say that they would be along the first of 
the next week. Something must have happened for they 
did not come. The Western Waterproofing people hada 
two bricklayers among their men, and as the weather was 
such that they could not work outside, I took the 
liberty of employing them at the rate of pay they 
were receiving from the Company, viz., fifty-five cents 
an hour. 


With the exception of some trimming up by McLeod, 
the work was finished on November 19th, the day of the 
fire, I think we have hada good job Gone, although 
the cost will be in excess of what I thought it would be. 
Perhaps we here can absorb the wages am help out a 
little, roughly about $150.00, I am hoping that you 
will come to look over the fire damage and see the other 
work &18 0.

A clean 
solid, toothed concrete surface resulted, to form a 
sound base for and a solid bond with the Gunite 
The amount of defective material removed varied 
2 in. being the minimum.

At first glance the two pictures above would hardly seem to show the same building, 
the one having the appearance of a typical concrete structure, the other suscesting 
the grace of a beautiful stone building. Yet they are the same; the structure being 
the new addition to the associated Screen News Building, Montreal, Quebec. The . 
Architects were J. ii. Orrocik and N. B. Reardon of the Canadian Pacific Hailroad, and 
the contractors were the a, Janin Construction Company. The office in the forezround 
is of monolithic concrete, and was subsequently treated with a light colored wOT0- 
CRETE. 


Monolithic construction is relatively inexpensive; further, it is admirably suited to 
the modern tendency in design. However, in the past, the great difficulty has been 
that concrete surfaces are soon pitted and corners broken off if left exposed to tie 
weather, even when carborundim rubbed. The disintezration is dus to the penetretion 
of water, and the subsequent freezing and leaching out of necessary strength-civing 
constituents of the cenent. Add to this the proven impossibility of preventing the 
ingress of water by painting the concrete with oil and cenent paints, or with the so~ 
called "liquid waterproofings", and you have one big reason why monolithic concrete 
has lost some favor in the past few years. 


The Resto-Crete System has superseded these makeshift treatnents. By its use it is 
now possible to insure a permanently beautiful and hard finish, for it has been dis- 
tinctly designed to permit the wall to breathe and at the same time prevent tho in- 
gress of water. This is done essentially by filling the open pores with a non-capil- 
lary, yet slightly porous, hard cenent material. The msthod is patented and applied 
only by “estern Waterproofing Company licensees. 


An even more striking example of monolithic concrete construction, with the RESTO- 
CRETZ after treatnent, is the new Court House built at Alpena, Mic.igan, last year, 
Prior to the Resto-Crete application, an Ironite bonded slush coat was applied to 
true up corner lines and fill surface holes. This is in contrast to the \iontreal 
building on which the characteristic board marks were retained. 


From such signs as these we are lead to prophecy renewed activity for monolithic 


concrete.

O, THIS BUILDING did not go through an earth 

quake! It wasn’t even improperly built or designed, 

according to our modern view, and no settling oc 
curred. The condition is only an exaggerated case of what 
Mother Nature is doing to all buildings, starting at the time 
of building and continuing until the wrecker comes to haul 
them away, as our experience with thousands of similar 
failures proves. 

How long is your brick building going to last? Probably 
not as long as you anticipated when you originally figured 
its depreciation at five per cent per year. For not only is it 
going to be preyed upon by such elemental forces as the 
freezing and thawing of accumulated water, and the actual 
dissolving out of necessary components of the masonry by 
water, and by atmospheric acids from coal soot but the view 
now commonly held is that it will crumble to pieces by un 
equal expansion of mortar and brick units.

Volume expansion, as here referred to, means the actual 
increase in dimensions of mortar and brick from their taking 
up water, rather than from temperature variation, For in 
stance, it has been shown that a rich Portland cement mortar 
will expand as much under a rain of a few hours’ duration as 
it will under a temperature change of 100 degrees Fabrenheit! 

Since brick won't expand this much, a shearing force re 
sults between brick and mortar, and something must give 
way. The bond in the above building was so good that it 
held and the brick broke in places. If a weaker mortar had

tar would have crumbled. But, in any event, the degree of 
this volume expansion would have increased during the years 
with the continued inflow of water

No 
wonder concrete spalls 
when this great force is 
liberated within it by the 
rusting of reinforcing bars, 
Concrete is good for only a 
few hundred pounds in 
tension. Since steel expands 
in volume by at least two 
hundred per cent when it 
rusts, a tension is produced 
greater than concrete can 
withstand. 

This is what happened 
to the concrete column 
shown at the left. More- 
over, it happens toa greater 
or less degree to all rein 
forced concrete structures. Most concrete structures over a 
few years old show some spalling on the surface, and at least 
ninety per cent of these marks of disintegration are due to the 
rusting of the reinforcing steel. 

Steel rusts only because a combination of water and carbon 
dioxide from the air comes into contact with it; and th 
agencies can reach the imbedded steel only by passing directly 
through the concrete. 

In other words, the disintegration of concrete from the 
rusting of reinforcing steel is merely another indication of the 
great need for adequately weatherproofing all masonry sur 
faces, We often fail to recognize this need because the extent 
of the damage does not appear on the surface until the con: 
dition becomes acute. As an example, the only visible indica- 
tion of the serious condition of the column at the left was a 
few surface cracks.

That the successful 
weatherproofing of a 
masonry surface requires 
the balancing of many 
more forces than are 
usually considered. 

We have discussed in other places the important disinte- 
grating effect of volume expansion of concrete materials as 
they take up water,* and also the necessity for preserving an 
evaporating surface on the exterior of all masonry struc- 
tures, ** Many other forces are involved at different times. In 
fact, there is no single procedure that will work successfully 
in treating every structure of concrete or of stone or of brick. 

Particularly is it true that a job of repairing spalled and 
broken concrete calls for special handling. It is essential in 
such a case that a trained engineer be on hand, for steel that 
is badly rusted must be replaced, the concrete surface must 
be properly prepared to secure a strong bond between old 
and new concrete, and strong concrete must be placed. A 
good job of patching not only gives a good appearance but 
also restores the original balance of stresses and strains 
between concrete and steel. 

A glance at the right-hand picture shows the vast improve- 
ment achieved here by the Resto-Crete system. Moreover, 
our mechanics used a technique developed by our engi- 
neers in the restoration of this column.

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HOW PERMANENT IS LIMESTONE?

OW WOULD YOU like to stand under a shower 
bath of sulphuric acid for your whole life? 
Sounds si ly, doesn’t it? Yet your building, and 
every other structure, road, and sidewalk, literally lives 
just this life 
For chemical analysis of the air in New York City 
alone has shown that approximately 1,000 tons of sulphuric 
acid gas is discharged into the air every twenty-four hours 
from the combustion of coal. This gas, in combination with 
the water vapor in the air, forms sulphuric acid, which in 
turn is deposited along with soot and other dirt on every 
square inch of exposed masonry 
Every non-ceramic building material—limestone in par 
ticular—is readily attacked by sulphuric acid, The result 
of this attack is quite obvious on buildings located in cities 
having high smoke densities as compared with those having 
low smoke densities. A striking example is to be observed 
in the numerous old world art objects of limestone, which 
endured for ages in their native climes, but when subjected 
to a few years’ exposure in our city squares showed an 
amazingly accelerated rate of disintegration 
Sulphuric acid disintegration, like other types of disin 
tegration in masonry, is due mainly to the penetration of 
water; for rain water carries acid in, then brings the dis 
solved salts of the acid back out, where rain washes them 
away. Asa result the masonry becomes progressively more 
porous and capillary to water. Then, under proper condi 
tions, ice crystals and crystals from dissolved salts form in 
the exterior surface layers and the familiar exfoliation or 
spalling of the surface occurs.* 
Besides disintegration specifically due to sulphuric acid, 
1 greater destructive agency is the continued inflow and 
outflow of water—from any source; for water itself, in 
large quantities, is capable of dissolving out important con 
stituents of limestone. Fortunately, however, in the case 
of limestone, nature has provided a protective counter 
balance; if not over-exposed to water and sulphuric acid 
it will gradually build up a hard, dense surface layer which 
becomes increasingly resistant to natural disintegrating 
forces. Such surfaces can be found in well-protected areas 
on most limestone buildings. In fact, there are many com

plete limestone buildings in existence today which show no 
disintegration whatever 

A better picture of this may be gained from the right 
half of Fig. 1. This section of the magnified limestone sur 
face shows the dense, hard particles of “limestone sand” 
cemented together by smaller calcite particles, forming a 
porous, sponge-like mass. In newly quarried limestone 
most of these pores are filled with a loosely packed lime 
material, which is the basic material employed by nature in 
building up a resistant surface. This material, if unchanged 
by nature (as is the case behind the surface layers), is the 
most easily attacked by excess water and sulphuric acid 

Now if sandblast is used for cleaning, this protective 
surface is removed and many years may be required to 
restore it. The disintegration occurring in the meantime 
alone is enough to condemn it 

Since we can seldom locate our buildings under the 
most favorable weathering conditions, we are faced with 
these facts: (1) Acids in the air and water dissolve out 
valuable salts from the limestone; (2) Alternate wetting 
and drying causes volume changes in the individual stones, 
which tend to break down the mortar bond, thus permit: 
ting the easier entrance of moisture. Therefore, to pre 
serve our buildings, we must apply the fundamental prin 
ciples of weatherproofing by synthetically building a 
dense, hard, non-capillary surface, which retains breathing 
ability, inertness and strength.** 

In the left-hand side of Fig. 1, and in Fig. 2, these 
principles are clearly illustrated. Note that the surface 
characteristics are in no way altered, but that the open 
pores are completely filled. No wax or paraffin has been 

plied to melt and collect dust, or to prevent breathing 

hard glaze has been created to invite surface spalling 
by the formation of interior salt crystals. The surface 
performs in accordance with Natural Laws, at the same 
time giving protection against the ravages of water and 
sulphuric acid.

From our knowledge of buildings and their life 
expectancy, we are safe in assuming that the depreciation 
of exterior wall surfaces is at least three per cent. per 
year. This depreciation usually takes place in the mortar 
material, rather than in the masonry units, and it does 
not mean that on a building five years old, fifteen per 
cent, of the mortar material has fallen out, It does 
mean, however, that the alternate wetting and drying of 
the wall surfaces, with the carrying into the walls of acids 
from the air, cause soluble parts of the mortar to be dis 
solved out and washed away at an accelerating rate 
Thus, the mortar is left very much depleted in strength 
and much more porous than it was originally 

In a tuck-pointing job, only the holes where mortar 
has fallen out, or is loose, are repaired. The extent of 
the repairs is left to the good judgment of the man on 
the scaffold in deciding “—-where necessary.” Suppose 
excellent judgment is used and all visible defects are 
repaired, the only advantage gained is that depreciation 
of the repaired parts must start from the beginning again, 
while unrepaired parts will continue to cause trouble and 
will require periodic repair. It would seem, therefore, 


that to say and tuck-point where necessary” means 
the beginning of a more or less continuous repair job. 

The cost of a tuck-pointing job is mostly labor, be- 
cause of the small amount of inexpensive material used 
Tuck-pointing requires complete examination of all. sur 
faces; therefore, to tuck-point repeatedly a part of the 
joints in a surface adds very materially to the cost of 
maintenance over a long period. Would it not be better 
to make all joints and surfaces permanently impervious to 
moisture in one operation, even though the first cost were 
slightly higher? 

In previous issues of the RESTO-CRETER and in 
Technical Bulletin No. 3-A, we have discussed the funda 
mentals of weatherproofing, stressed the use of a non 
capillary material, and have cited typical jobs. These 
ideas are useless unless they are read with understanding 
and so acted upon.

Let us suppose you are going to have your building 
repaired.

This you 
can do by providing that every square inch of the entire 
exterior surface of your building is weatherproofed ac- 
cording to the fundamental laws for such work; that it 
is guaranteed to stay weatherproofed; and that the work 
is to be done by an organization with enough understand- 
ing of your problem to insure you an intelligently 
executed job.

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NECESSITY FOR WEATHERPROOF ING 


There is probably no more acute problem facing the building owner 
than that of weatharproofing. The reasone for this might be listed as follows: 


1. The actual disintegration of the building. Offhand this msy secm nogligible 
when wo think of the massive etructures that are ballt nowadays, bat tho proof 

of the statement is witnessed by the great number of buildings showing offlores- 
cence end epalling, and by the vast mamber of treatments which are offered on 

tho market ae panacaas. 


2. The loss of pital investment, due to deterioration shortening the life 
of the building. 


3. Loss of rental incom, due to unattractive appearance. 


4. Increase in oporating cost, duo to greater heat loss through increasingly 
porous exterior surfaces. 


5. Increase in interior maintenance cost, dus to damage caused by penotration 
of water. 


Tnerefors from the standpoint of both the inveetmont end the 
return, & good weatherproofing job ig @ saving rather than an expense. 


THE CAUSES OF WATER PENETRATION: DISRUPTION 


If it were not for tho exceasive ponotration of vater we would not 
be faced with this problem. The presence of any or all of three conditions cause 
excessive penotretion of water into masonry walls. 


1. Structural cracks, and disintegration cracks and holes. 
2. Most morter joints, such as brick, stone, ate. 
3. Porous surfeces such 66 limestone, sandstone, common brick, concrete, etc. 


It ie at once obvious that the penetration through a11 except 
structural cracke could have been prevented and can be treated. Structural cracks, 
however, are usually subjact to furthe? movement, and hence the treatment cannot 
be absolute, though the condition may be vastly improved by the use of suitable 
methods. 


It appears, then, that practically all masonry surfaces will 
abeord moisture. Thies is due to y are composed of many aiffer- 
ently shaped crystale, somewhat loosely pa whoreas metais and class 
are extremsly dense. Under a microscope, mass of snow- 
flakes in density, than the familiar etructurel mes to which we are accustomed. 
The voids scom to predominate over the solid matter. Terefore from the stand- 
point of woatherproofnescs, the only conceivable type of masonry unit which would 
be entirely weatherproof would be one with surfaces of the density of glass, and 
e@ etracture composed of such & materiel would have to be entirely one unit with 
no joints, and no structurel or other cracks.

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. ¥ Beering this in mind for e moment, let us now look at ths cis- 
Ring influences due tc water penetration which cavse deterioration of the 
building and which any treatment must withetend. Water causes dies ption in four 
manners? 


1. By carrying in corrosive chemicals which dissolve out important ealte and 
deposit them on the surface, in the form of efflorescence. It is not generally 
considered, but air saturated with rain water carries the bases of the three most 
poworfui acids known to chemistry, Hydrochloric, Sulphuric, and Nitric, and all 
will disintegrate masonry. Sulphuric acid is the most common, particularly 
where there is considorable coal smoke in the air. Salts of Hydrochloric acid 
such as common table salt are also praesent to somo degree, particularly near ealt 
water, &nd are able to genorate this acid. Nitric acid is formed from tho action 
of waver ypon mi! ions of bodies of the so-called “nitrifying bacteria" which live 
in the etr and are deposited upon masonry surfaces, 


Trere are lundreds of other things which will also dissolve out the impor- 
tant ealts in waconry, such as some of the minsral oils, blood, weak acids, alka». 
lies or other chemicals in certain mamfacturing processes, in the air, or perhaps 
in tho masonry itself. 


Water is the universal solvent, and consequentiy it is itself capable of 
issolving out certain of these éalts. 


2. By expaniing upon freezing. It is obvious that the mimte water particles 
which are locked in & masonry mass will upon freezing exert a tremendous total 
pressure upon the internal structure of the mass itself; and the results are evory- 
waere apparent as will be noted if ons examines more closoly the buildings around 
hin. 


3. By causing tho extraneous growth of certain crystals. Thies is a physical 
process involving the addition of water to certain crystals with the resulting 
expansion of them. Calcium hydroxide is notable in thie respect. Its crystals 
upor. taking up weter grow in ona plane only, and the force released causss serious 
damage to concrete and other types of masonry. 


4. By causing oxidation of steel reinforcing ia conevete, otc. 


It is interesting to note that the prossure released by crystal 
growth, including the formation of ica from water, may approach 14,000 Sq. In. 


In addition to these types of disintegration, the use of soft 


Ogeregates in concrete in certain localities renders the building much more liable 
to the disrupting action of water. 


SPECIFICATIONS FOR WEATHFRPROOFING TREATMENTS 


It 4¢ obvious, therefore, that the main objective of any weather- 
proofing treatmont must be to permanently stop the ingress of wator. It is 
believed that a material which will effectively accomplish this aim must fulfill 
the following specifications laid down more than 75 years ago by & group of 
scientists: 


1. The material must penetrate easily into the masonry earface and remain 
there on drying. 


«Me 
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2. The material met not concentrate on the surface so as to forma hard 
crust, but at the same time it must harden the surface sufficiently to resist 
erosion. (Obviously, therefore, the material must densify the er ieting surface 
by filling the holes, and must subsequently become hard). 


3. Tho material met prevent the penetration of moisture, and at the same time 
@llow moisture to escape. 


(This may appear paradoxical, but if condensation water from the inside of 
the building which is drawn to the exterior of the building by the action of the 
sun ie not allowed to escape, rotting of the masonry immediately behind the ex terior 
eurfauewill take place. Thies may take the form, among other things, of & crystal- 
line growth as explained wider Method 3, p.2. Or the rotting may be due to freez- 
ing of the condensation water so collected with the results described in Method 2, 
pee. In the same manner that the human body must breathe to live, 80, also, 
masonry buildings must "breathe" to endure. It has been proven in research labor- 
atories that air must be allowed to circulate throughout the masonry mass to 
prevent rotting; and what ie more important, certain componente of masonry must 
continually be exposed to the small amount of water vapor which is in the air to 
continue chemicel] processes necessary to the stability of the masonry as & whole, 
It was stated a while back that a materiel of the density of glass was the only 
material which would be entirely waterproof. Since it is impossible, however, 
to build @ structure of such a material in one unit, structurai cracks, cracks 
and holes between morter and brick or tile, otc., and porous surfaces, are ell 
of them bound to permit tho entrance of water, and water from such sources muct 
not be allowed tc wollect in the pocksts, but met be allowed to evaporate freely 
from surfaces. ULiguption due to the above conditions is usually noticed first 
where a water pocket has boen formed by gravitation, i.6., where & great amount of 
water collects in tha wall, such as below window sills or coping stones, at the 
ground level, and where other masonry masses butt into an adjoining wall). 


4. The material must not discolor or in any way alter the original appearance 
of tho surface. 


5. The material must expand and contract uniformly with the surrounding sur- 
face so as not to cause flaking. 


6. The material must be non-corrosive and harmless in use. 


7. The material should retain its preservative effect indefinitely. 


QLD WEATHERPROOF ING METHODS 


With the above objectives in mind let us now consider the various 
typos of treatment on the market: 


1. O41 paints, drying and nomdrying oils. 011 paints commonly used have 
either standard fillors, or a cement fillor. Common drying oils used ere China 
Wood 011, and Linseed 011, or combinations of these. Non-drying oils are usually 
mineral oile, or a combination of a mineral pareffin oi] and any number of other 
oile. 
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The most important objection to these typos of treatment is that 
they form & skin over the surface which does not permit water to secape from the 
wall, and therefore rendere the structure liabl> to disruption of the type noted 
in spec. 3, p.3. 


It is also true that no paint will forma perfect skin, but will 
leave numorous emall holes and cracks visible under 6 microscope, which because of 
their physical. form will allow moisture to penetrate more easily than to escape. 


Most of the paints and drying oils in use are also subject to 
saponification due to the alkaline nature of masonry construction. Saponification 
causes them to "chalk", due to a chemical change in the basic o1l which leaves it 
inelastic and rather soft (particularly in cement base paints, whero free lime is 
present). 


Painte ani drying oils do not fulfill the objective from another 
standpoint -- they do not densify the surfaco but merely bridge over the voide 
between the pinacles of solid material. Non-irying oils will often penetrate 
the surface for @ distance but are apt to discolor it in so doing. 


Of all these types of treatment, China Wood Oil is the least harm- 
ful, since it does not collect dirt, and will not cause disintegration of the 
masonry, but it does not fulfill the main objective. 


2. Cement, Magnesite, and other paints and plaster coatings. These are non- 
elastic, and since they have a difference in coefficient of expansion from that 
of the surface upon which they are placed, are subject to the formation of a crack 
between themselves and that surface, and consequently soon peel orf. Cement 
paints are usually apt to dust and shrink, due to the use of clayey admixtures 
to give flowability, to the use of too mach water, and to improper curing. Mage 
nesite, gypsum, sodium silicate, and glue base paints do not have in themselves 
inherent structural stability for exterior use. 


It is obvious that these treatments do not fulfill the objective as regards 
deneifying the original surface. 


3. Waxes and Paraffin. There are two methods of applying these treatments, 
first, by geheating the surface and painting on the melted paraffin, reheating, 
and then wiping off the excess; and second, by dissolving them in solvents such 46 
kerosene, turpentine, etc., and applying them directly, tha solvent soon ovaporat- 
ing and leaving only the paraffin. 


Tae effect of sealing the surface as is required by the first method hae 
already been discussed; and with the second it is necessary to gst a perfect skin 
if the treatment is to eniure. Otherwise iust will collect in the pores and an 
opening for water bs esteblished. Now when it is realized that only about 10% 
or less of these solutions is paraffin, it is not surprising that microscopic 
examination reveals many mimute holes throuch the skin, even aftor a number of 
successive treatments. 


There are hundreis of possible combinations of this latter type, and the 
paraffin, or beeswax treatment is the oldest remeiy known. However, no paraffin 
treatment fulfille the main objective. 


a@e 
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It is obvious from the above that if any one of the various types 
of treatment horein enumerated completely fulfill the weatherproofing requirements, 
it would have dominated the market in the many years that it has bean availablo 
for sach uss. 


THE RESTO-CRETE SYSTEM 


From the abova iiscussion we may conclude that voids constitute a 
large part of the surface area of masonry structure. In developing a now material, 
therefore, the problem was to find a material which would simply fill these voids 
in compliance with the spscificatione enumerated above. After considerable re~ 
search, pure Portland coment was chosen aes the base, because in its hardoned state 
4ts phyoical characteristics more nearly conformed to those of most masonry surfaces. 
To this was added a emeal] amount of suitable chemicals to give waterproofness, 
sufficient expansion to lock the material in the voids, workability, and finally 
an inert material, which laboratory tests proved to be approximately 8% stronger 
than Portland cement alons, to resist abrasion. 


The mothod of application on & suitably prepared surface consists 
of scrubbing on & regulated mixture of the material and water, and at the proper 
time rubbing it with clean rags to absolutely pack the mterial into the pores 
and to remove the excess. The colour of any porous masonry surfac3 may be chang- 
ed dus to the fact that the largest portion of ths surface area iteslf is voids, 
and to the use of high grade minoreél oxide colour in th? material with which these 
holes are to be filled. Tais method will not dostroy physical and colour charac- 
teristics of limostone and sandstones surfaces, 


The mathod has been developsd to fit the individual requirements 
of all masonry surfaces which present a solid baso, The list includes the sur- 
faces of Cinder and Haydite block, concrete block, artificial stone, limestone, 
sandstone, porous granite, common brick, concrete, cement stucco, and gunite; and 
mortar joints between el) types of water-absorption, brick, stone, tile and terra- 
cotta. In addition a method of treating Cinder and Haydite block to produce 3 
beautifully textured imitation Briar Hill Sandstone has been developed. 


The material is made in eight standard colours and whits, and black, 
and special matching colours may be formed where necassary.

Dear Sir: 

The writer regrets very much having missed you in 
Montreal. Regarding your building at Shubenacedie, if the 
brick is waterproof we could cure the water trouble by water- 
proofing the joints only. Otherwise, it would be necessary 
to waterproof both brick and joints. In this case the brick 
would be matched as closely as possible and the joints struck 
with grey material. Generally it is only necessary to water- 
proof the joints. 

Our proceedure is to repoint the building where 
necessary, replace disintegrated brick, thoroughly clean the 
surfaces and waterproof by scrubbi into the surface a mix- 
ture of cement ground cast iron a certain expanding chemicals. 

Exclusive of replacing the disintegrated brick and 
local taxes, if any, the job would run about 20¢ per square foot 
solid area. This would include the caulking of the window 
openings, cleaning, repointing where necessary, and waterproof- 
ing. 

We would guarantee our work for 5 years.

The account, covering the cost, from the Pelton & 
Crane Company, Detroit, 4s billed to Ingram and Bell. The 
Department considers, as the order was placed through thie 
last named firm, they should be responsible for payment to 
the Pelton-Crane Company and render you their account on 
their own bill heads for the equipment, to the amount of 
$137.00.

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nS jacket heaters are only garranteed to thirty five pounds 


pressure and that is hardly enough to carry water to the top floor. 

While we are on the subject of water, I migit as well let 
you know that the water proofing on the outside front wall was 
not completely satisfactory. On November 22nd, and Vvecember 3rd, 
water poured in through the top of three wiriows. I suppose thse 
people will be back to go over those sections. Other than in 
these places there has been no water, but in demp weather, the 
plaster continues to fall. One would expect that, as in many 
places the plaster is just holéing am that ir all. I hope the 
plaster was included in the appropriation for this year. The other 
parts of the walls are just as bad as the front, am the occ: sional 
rain storm caures the windows to leak. hile repeiring the Chapel 
after the fire, we ha¢ an easterly rain storm, Where the plaster 
and cork board was broken you could see the water trickling down 
on the inside of the tile wall. 

In conclusion, I hope the Department will see a way 

to help us with renewing the hot water line ano that the plastering 
will be repaired this summer. We carmot Co any ya inting with the 
walls in the condition they are, am yet the other walls of class 


rooms, etc., are certaimly in need of paint.

Coming 
back inside he showed me where the mstic which 
he said hal been disturbed by the storm windows, 
and said that the water could come in there. Of 
course that was not incluied in their contract. I 
never saw the contract am I told him I did not 
know anything about it, am that point should be 
settled between the Company and the Department. The 
lace where the mastic was detached was near the 
ottom of the window and I suppose the rain would 
come in there, travel to the top of the winti w 
am thendropdoavn. As for not seeing the water 
actually coming in, the few storms we had were 
during the night and I did not see the water coming 
in. But today we have had heavy showers with very 
Little wind and the water came in one of the windows 
of the Community Room. ‘Today on practically every 
window sill, the powlered plaster is falling. This 
may be what they would call condensation.

When the barn was 
built ten years ago, there was no feed room, and a small 
space was taken from the implement shed for that purpose. 
As you know buying feed in small amounts is more costly 
than in carload lots. Further, the room is not rat-proof, 
and year after year, we have had considerable loss from 
these rodents. \hat we .ould like to see is space enough 
to hamle a carload of feed, and have it lined with sheet 
metal to keep out mice and rats. A few years ago we 
managed from school funi.r to have such 4 room for flour, 
rolled oats, etc., anc it has meant a coneiderable saving. 


11. An addition to the hog house of 20 X 19, with a straw 
loft above. Some years ago you allowed $1000.00 for the 
hog house, & dairy, and an ice house. Later one hundred 

am Twenty-five Dgllars ($125.00) was taken from thet amount 
to do calking arowid the windows and doors of the school, 
leaving $875.00 for the two buildings. ‘Ve kept within the 
amount but curtailed the size of the hog house. As it is now, 
we have no suitable place for butchering pigs, Cows, etc. 
The last few years we have been buying our peef on the foot 
for the winter months. In order to butcher them, we have to 
take them a distance of two miles to a slaughter house. In 
that way we lose considerable time, and also lose valuable 
feed for the hogs. So if we hed this addition to the hog 
house, it would enable us to keep more hogs, am have them 
am the beef butchered on the premises, The cost we esti- 
mate of such an addition, would be $450.00 


The estimated cost of the addition to the feed room would 
not be above $275.00 
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This work we would do without any outside help, thereby 
giving the older boys a good opportunity to learn 
carpenter carpenter work. The last building done here 
was in 1935, when a residence was built for the assistant 


farmer.

Regarding the refrigerator I realize that it 
would be very advantageous but at the present time it 
is practically impossible to secure consent for purciase 
of this type of equipment. Under these ciroumstances I

To replace this equiypment at the 
present time would involve an expenditure for which no 
special provision was made in the current year's 
appropriation. While at certain times of the fiscal 
year we are able to handle unforeseen expenditures, it 

ls difficult to do so at present, due to the fact that 
the end of the fiscal year will soon ocour and our funds 
at this period of each fiscal year are usually very low 
and all allotted. 


If you had found it possible to come to 
Ottawa last month we could have discussed with you a 
number of matters with which you cannot be expected to 
be familiar at the present time. May I point out the 
following: 


1. ‘The fiscal year starts on April 1 each year and 
runs 7 a period of twelve months to the following 
March 31. 


The estimates for the expenditure during each 
fiscal year have to be prepared several months 
in advance. For instance, the estimates for the 
\) fiscal year 1944-45, which begins on April 1, 1944, 
f and ends on March 31, 1945, were prepared in 
October, 1943. 


We are only allowed a very small amount to cover 
unexpected expenditures and, as a result, it is 
extremely difficult, if not impossible, to provide 
funds unless the expenditure has been specifically 
provided for in the appropriation.

At the present time I cannot see my 
way clear to purchase a new washing machine for the 
Shubenacadie Sohool and I trust that you can arrange to 
have minor repairs made that will keep this machine in 
operation for the next few months. though we have 
not been previously advised regarding the condition of 
this machine and, therefore, have not provided any 
amount specifically in our 1944-45 appropriation for 
its replacement, we will endeavour to find funds in 
May or June. This will involve reducing the amount to 
some other residential school and such procedure always 
causes us considerable correspondence, if not rather 
strong protests.

These pumps have been running on an average of eight to 
eleven hours per day, for the last fifteen years, The 

pumps start against direct water pressure, cut in at full 
speed, with no air chamber or warying speeds to cushion 
strain on same, It is a case of start or break, which we 
have fad plenty of in crank smfts and piston rods. The 
pumps being out of date, it is impossible to get parts, and 
we have to revert to brazing, which is not at all satis- 
factory for running parts. 


The Commutator on amature of 5 H.P. Motor is completely 
worn out, has been 7& aced> several times; not stock enough 
for further refacing. 


We have two . ressure tanks in pump house, and the pre: sure 
is maintained by pumps. We have no stomee tank or reserve 
supply at all. If anything goes wrong with pumps, we are out 
of water campletely until repairs are made. The voltage is 
irregular here, causing heating and wear on motors. 


Would suggest new pumps, and one 5 H.P. Motor; otherwise water 
supply is going to be some problem shortly. 


Leaks in hot water pipes are continuous, The minerals in the 
water when heated eat right through the pipes and fittings. 
Some of the pipes have been replaced four times in the last 
fifteen years. The Only remedy here would be copper piping or 
water softener; the latter not satisfactory under supply con- 
ditions.

Further to information already furnished you on the 
above, you are advised thet the building was inspected by a 
representotive of Messrs. Creaghan & Archibald, Montreal, 
Agents for the Western Waterproofing Company, in March of 
this year. This firm hed carried out waterproofing on 
portions of exterior walls and stone copings about seven 
yeare ago which eliminated leakages into the building for 
some time; but it has been reported by the Sehool Principal 
that for the last two years water has again been finding 
its way into the interior of the building, and is causing 
extensive demage to plasterwork. 


Examination of the roof by Mr. Sparks in the fall 
of 1943, indicated that the roof covering was intact and 
that walle and parapet flashings were sound, but that bed 
Joints below, and vertical joints detween the Coping stones, 
were in most cases only filled with broken and loose mortar, 
permitting water to seep down through voids in the wall 
between the brick facing and tile backup. Mr. Sparks 
expressed the opinion that water is also penetrating the 
brick facing of the wall. The total accumulstion of moisture 
is being expelled at the heads and jambs of doors and windows 
resulting in the damage referred to. 


Reporting on the failure of their previous treat- 
ment of wail surfaces, Mr. T.C. Creaghen stated that, in his 
Opinion, water admitted at the top of the wall had destroyed 
adhesion of the waterproofing, and thet before further 
waterproofing would be effective the coping should be repaired. 
He stated furthe: that he did not believe any asphalt pointing 
Compound would be able to resist constant expansion and con- 
traction, and that for permanent satisfaction, the stone coping 
should be metal covered. While an estimo‘e had been requested 
for the work considered necessary, none was received from this 
firm. We conour in their opinion, however, that caulking the 
joints of the coping with an elastic asphalt compound, would 
only be a temporary improvement andi would have to be repeated 
at intervals. We feel that permanent satisfaction could only 
be oitained by a metal covering being a plied over the copings. 
The material used in the Shubenacadie area should be 16 ounce 
Copper. 


This Service contacted Mr. H.H. Foreman, Co-ordinator 
of Capital Equipment and Durable Goods, Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, and was advised that 16 ounce copper would be 
released to the Contractor if it was decided to use this meterial.

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It is likely that by installing a copper covering, 
mugh of the infiltration of water woul’ be eliminated; but 
some waterproofing on the brick faces of the buildin: would 
stiil be necessary. It is felt, however, thet the letter 
phase of the work might be deferred until the effect of the 
metal covering could be observed. Mr. Spurks was requested 
while in Nova Scotia to obtain Competetive prices for the 
work involved, but wes only able to seoure s tender from one 
firm, namely: James Donohue, Limited, of Halifax amounting 
to $2,746. This firm carried out the Poofing and flashing 
on the schol building when it was built. Mr. Sparks has 


advised they have a good reputation, that they have the necessary 


stock of 16 ounce Copper, and would be able to give immediate 
attention to the work. 


No prices have yet been obtained for waterproofing 
brickwork; but based on the cost of work carried out at the 
Louisbourg Mueeum some years ago at a unit price of 40 cents 
per Cynere foot, applying a oleer waterproofing compound to the 
affected sreaa, would require an expen@iture in the neighbor- 
hoo@ of $4,000. Due to wartime labour Conditions, this unit 
price may no longer be applicable. Confirmstion from a 
reliable firm would be necessary before funds were allotted to 
this phase of the work. 


While no funds have been made aveilable, it is 
possible thet the Indian Affairs Branch may wish to proceed 
with some of the work in the near future, under which cire 
Cumstances, it is recommended thet the tender obtained by 
Mx. Sparks, from James Donohue, Limited, amounting to $2,746., 
for applying the covering to the coping be accepted, and that 
$3,000. should be provided to cover the cost of the work and 
engincering expenses. 


Instructions revardiny our further action will 
be appreciated.

James Donohue, Ltd., Halivax, N.S. were directed last November 
to undertake such repairs as would stop the roof leaks. For 
over three years, extra heavy rainbtorgs, from the south and 
east, have coe through to the ground floor, dam ging ceilings, 
walls, and floors. 


Making another exau ination today, Mr. Donohue, and his over 
man, with our lir. MeLead, declares it is no use to go on with 
the copper repair work, ordered last Fall. Winter storms have 
so destroyed the roof, making many new leaks; thus, making 
utterly useless the proposed repairs. 


What we need at once is a complete new roof job, anda then the 
copper placed under the coping -- not over the coping, am 
down on to the leaking roof. That reans all the granite 
coping must be removed, the copper placed or set on bricks, 
and then run down anc under the new rod ing, in such neasurée 
as to turn aside any water present from ovr severe wind and 
rain storms, coping then to be r@ laced, in our original 
plans, two inches of copper was directed to €0 under the 
roofing.

The Contractor shell visit the site and make himself 
thoroughly familiar with existing conditions at the building. 
The work under this heading shall include all material, labour, 
equipment and services necessary for the proper carrying out of 
the work as shown and specified. 


The present felt and gravel roofing over the entire 
building is to be removed, and a new four-ply felt and gravel 
roof instelled. The Contractor shall arrange tlat the roofing 
work be carried out in sections, so that at no time shall any 
portion of the roof be left unsealed. lle shall arrenge for the 
proper storege of new material and the removal of all surplus 
material from the present roof, and from the premises. He shall 
satisfy himself that the roof decking is smooth, rigid, and free 
from loose or rotten boards, or large cracks or knot holes. The 
deck boarding shell be broom clean before application of the 
new roofing. Any defective boarding in present roof deck shall 
be replaced with sound material.

With report of costs going along to the Department, it is a good 
time to report conditions over our property, and suggest one 
most urgent and costly repair. 


Our roofing repairs are being carried on as directed. Repairs to 
cracks, not included in specifications, will be cared for while 
the men are on the job. We hope to have a waterproof building, 
and can begin the interior repairs to ceilings am walls brought 
on by years of delay in undertaking the present repairs. 


In g@meral, may I suggest that all or units are going wrong, 
breaking up ami blowing out, at quite the same time. 


In 1945 we had to renew our boiler, at a cost of $590.09 which 
provides hot water am steam for the laundry. It just simply 
quit. We forwaréed it to Matheson Co., New Glasgow. No repairs 
possible, and I ordered a replacement, Same is on duty now. 


Again, the large house storage hot water boiler just went bad. 

It opened up enough to make repairs impossible. The condition of 
the boiler plate is such that - through chemical internal 
destruction - the whole unit is ready to quit any moment. We 

had the Mathes Co., Engineer come, measure the old boiler, and 
I omiered a replacement at a cost of $375.00. The small boiler 
for house hot water is a wreck, am will have to be renewed very 
soon. 


I wish to advise alse, that thousands of feet of piping through 
the building, hot water or steam, is in poor condition, and 
should be renewed with some other more resisting pipe. 


The shingles on the barn had to be renewed at a cost of $349.00 
We had a garrantee of fifteen years good service. The Company 
replaced the shingles at a considerable reduction in cost.

22nd, 1929. Besides the tenks, the equipment in the pump-liouse 
consists of two reciproceting pumps, renewed during the past 
summer, of cepecities of 2500 end S500 gellons per hour 
respectively et 10U pounds pressure.

I wish to call to your attention regards the condition 
of the piping in the Residential School. I went over to the 
school to-day while a new pressure tank was being installed 
over the boilers in the boiler room, and on examining pipes 
ineluding 2 and 3 inch sizes found them full of corrosion so 
bad that hardly a lead pencil would pass through. I feel sure 
with the pressure increased the pipes throughout the school, 
which are no doubt in the same condition, will burst. I do 
not know whether this has ever been brought to your attention 
before or not, but feel that there should be an inspector 
brought in to examine th@ whole water and heating piping system, 
as it does not seem possible to heat this pbuilding this winter 
with the pipes in their present condition. Also the water pressure 
is very low and feel that it ie on account of the corrosion in 
the water pipes. ‘This must be caused from some kind of chemical 
substance in the water, also the water should be tested for 
vegetable matter, etc. Regards the building, after roof had 
been repaired this building still conginues to leak very bad, 
coming through windows, also bricks as well, and ruining inside 
finish. I understand there is 4 product called Aquella that 
will overcome this leak on the brick, but this in turn would 
change the color from brick red to white. kindly advise with 
respect to above.

Further to information furnished in our memorandum of 
September 12th last, dealing with the domestic water service, and 
moisture infiltration at the above School, you are advised os follows: 


Under date of September 13th this office suggested to Mr. 
Ross that since no estimate of cost had been included in his report, 
it would be well to contact a reliable plumbing and steamfitting 
firm and obtain an estimate of cost for the work. t the same time 
we advised him that we were requesting the Cancdian representatives 
of the Western Waterproofing Company, in Montreal, to arrange for an 
inspection of the exterior walls by their local representative, and 
to furnish him with their recommendations and an estimate of cost for 
waterproofing treatment.~ We have been advised in the interim between 
our memorandum of September 12th and the present, by the distributors, 
that the introduction of Cactizona into the domestic hot woter system 
does not eliminate the need for water softening equipment, but merely 
prevents solidification of deposits on the piping of chemical elements 
present in the water. Final consideration of the matter must, therefore 
include water softening equipment. 


Under date of October Sth lnst, we received a letter from 
Messrs. Creaghan ond  rchibald, of Montreal, Canndian representatives 
of the ‘sestern aterproofing Company, stating that they had inspected 
the School, had taken numerous photographs, and were preparing to 
study the oroblem, with e view to recommending procedure to be 
followed, and the prepsration of an estimate of cost for the work. 
Mr. Ross had suggested to them that,upon completion of their study, 
one of their officers should visit our Chief .rchitect and present 
their proposal, with comment and their estimate of cost to Mr. Buck. | 
In their letter Creaghan and rohibald indicated they would follow } 
this action but, to date, this Service has not been contacted. 
Such work is slow «nd costly and we must be prepared to receive an 
estimate of considerable or» ortions. ‘/e will contact Messrs. Creagh@n 
end srchibald regarding the matter very shortly and report their ; 
recommendations, and estinate of cost to you for transmission to the / 
Indian .ffairs Branch. 


Under cover of « letter dated November 6th, Mr. toss has 
furnished us with comment and « tender, resulting from an examination 
of the domestic hot and cold water system, by . J. Christie, he ae | 
and Steamfitter, of Truro, Nove Scotia, involving un expenditure of 
$8,300. Mr. Christie confirms our opinion that most of the water 
piping is not only corroded but is also so filled with encrustatic. 
that & severe drop in pressure is occurring on the upper floor. 

He also recommends, however, removal of certain pieces of equipment, 
end replacement of many plumbing fixtures, regarding which we have tad 
no previous complaint or report.

On the occasion of my visit to the Shubenacadie 
Residential School on February 7th, Indian Agent Rice, 
Sister Superior and myself visited all parts of the 
building.

They had 4 
very severe storm in Nova Scotia last week and as @ 
result a very large quantity of rain came through the 
south wall and also through the east and north walls. 
The condition has become so serious that actual damage 
has been caused to the pbuilding to say nothing of the 
fact that practically all the top floor will have to 
be replastered. 


We took up this matter with the Surveys & 
Engineering Branch some months ago and yesterday I 
phoned to the architect, Mr. Buck, who stated that he 
hed sent experts there and has recently received their 
report. He promised that he w uld submit it to us in 
the near future. 


It is probably going to cost in the vicinity 
of $15,000. to treat the walls of this building in such 
a way to prevent further damage by water. It seems to 
be a heavy expenditure but we have a good building at 
Shubenacadie and we must not allow this condition to 


continue any longer.

In answer to your communication of September 13/46 and with reference 
to interview which the writer and our Mr. Piecken had with your Mr. Buck in Ottawa 
on January 10th., we wish to submit the following proposal for weatherproofing all 
extorior walls (exclusive of stuccoed passageway) of the complete building referred 
to above from roof flashing down to grade on all elevations. 


Scope of Work. 


After thoroughly washing down the surfaces we would apply one coat of iron 
waterproofing over all surfaces of the brickwork applied by brusB. This iron 
would form a bond between the masonry and cement coats which are later referred 
to and would also give a more even density of surface over the areas so that 
any water taken out of the cement plaster coats would be evenly distributed. 
Thies iron coat would be allowed to oxidize thoroughly before any further 
operation takes place. 


The next operation would consist of the application of a base coat of cement 

and sand containing a small percentage of iron bonded to the iron waterproofing 
coat. This coat would be scratched ani approximately one-quarter inch in thick- 
ness. q 


A final cement finish coat would then be applied und wood floated to true surface 
of a maximum thickness of one-quarter inch. 


A further and final application would consist of brushing two coats of our Resto- 
Crete Weatherproofing treatment over all surfaces of a colour to suit the client. 
We believe that a pure white colour might be very suitable for this purpose but 
that is a matter of choice.

This would cost an additional Fourteen Hundred Dollars ($1400.00) 
due namely to getting a compressor and the equipamt on tie Job with additional 
use of more material.

the best protection to overcome troubles which you are now having, although you have 

furnished new roofs and new flashing over the copings. ‘ie would have to fix up som 

of the brickwork at the main entrance befure applying ay plaster coats and this 


would be taken care of.

We have had in our haids since Janusry 22nd, 1947, 
& proposal submitted by Messrs. Crerglian and .rechibeld Lid., 
of Montreal, Canadian representstives of the Western ‘ater- 
proofing Co., of the United States, following » thorough 
inspection of the above sehool building carried out in company 
with our Mr. Ross, about October Ist, 1946. 


You were edvised in our mem -rendum of October 6th 
last, that Creagnan and Archiveld, after a study of data 
assembled on the site, proposed havii, their Mr. Arehibald 
visit our Chief Architect to disouss tie m tter before submit- 
ting a proposal. This visit and discussion took place on 
January 10th, 1947, following wiie> tie »roposal referred 
to above was submitted. 


As Mr. vhelen, Chief of the Indien ffeire Training 
Division had indicated that no funds for work on the building, 
were to be included in t e 1947-48 estimates, we hevwe deferred 
reporting on tle matter until the pres nt, en time from more 
pressing commitments, could ve found, 


In tie discussion referrec to, Mr. Arehibald stated 
that tie condition at the school, wes not an uncommon one in 
Coestal areas in Cenada, where violent storms occur resulting 
in as great horizontal precipitation as vertical,éhave suffi- 
cient force to drive water trough brick jointing, and even 
through brick unless special precautions are provided for in 
specifications. Mr. Archibald as might hi xpected, recommends 
that mortars containing water repellants, should be employed in 
brickwork, which in turn should be laid by such specialist firms 
as themselves, who while li iting a guarentee of thelr own work 
to five years, consider such mesonry construction to be come 
pletely satisfactory for tie lifetime of the building. It is 
our opinion that this is advice ell worth following, in coastal 
masonry construction. 


Mr. Archibald stat« thet the brickwork et Shubena- 
cedie appears to be as well lei s an average specification 
demands, and that while tle cement morter used, appears strong 
and hard, it gives definite evidence of shrinksge, leaving 
erecks at the vertical and horizontal edgés Gf tte joints. In 
GUY opinion this fault indicetes o mortar conteining too much 
cement and too little or possibly no lime. ‘ven in cement 
morter e percentege of lime peste is essential to retard moisture 
absorption by the brick, while t set and bond is taking plece.

It will be recalled that considerable difficulty 
on account of water infiltrating the walls of this school which 
was erected in 1929, has been reported from time to time. ‘The 
front of the building apparently was siven a water proof treatment 
in 1936 and considerable repairs to the roof, including covering 
the coping with copper were undertaken in the fall of 145. 


As these repairs did not wholly correct the conditions 
complained of arrangements were made for an inspection of the school 
last fall by Mess: Creaghan and Archibald Limited o ontreal, 
Canadian representatives of the Western Waterproofing Company. 


Enclosed for your information are copies of a 
memorandum from lr. Mills, dated march 2lst, and of a proposal 
from hiessrs. Creaghan and Archibald Limited, dated January 21st, 
Which are self-explanatory. 


From these reports y will note that liessrs. Creaghan 
and Archibald have proposed two alternative but closely similar 
schemes for waterproofing the walls of the school at $138,100.00 and 
$14,500.00 respectively. 


We are of opinion that a satisfactory result as far 
as waterproofing is concerned and at co lerably lower cost might 
possibly be obtained by applying one coat of concrete with a 
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‘unite machine. ‘This, however, would be very drab in 
colour. If you wish us to do so, we will investigate 
further possibilities along this line.

In connection with your menorandum of December 2nd, 1946, to Mr. 
Hoey re the above, you are advised that our Mr. Hargreaves carried out a 
insrection of the domestic hot and cold wetor services on May 28th to Sist 
inclusive, and the following report is presented for your consideretion ani 
for the information of Indian Affwirs. 


Cold water frou e lake is punped into two pressure tanks loceted 
in a punp house end then pumped to the building through e 4" const iron pipe. 
At the point of entry to tho building this line is reduced to a 2" and ia 
run in black steel pipe to the boiler room equipment and to the distribution 
system. The distribution mains are progressively reduced as they ere conneé- 
toed to the verious fixtures and risers. 


Domestic hot water is hoeted throuch ea belowethe-water-line type of 
heater connected in series to | oth low prossure heating boilers. Thero is 
elso a jacimt heater, oricinally intenied for swmer rvice. All the foros 
going, equipment was installed originally. The storage tenk hes been replaced 
within the last year duo to the failure of the original unit. 


The water, while potable and certified by the Doninion Anelyst as 
being setiathetory for hunen use, hes attacked all the black and ¢alvenized 
steel pipe and as e resilt a heavy forartion of sludre which has been analyzed 
as conteining 96% iron oxide, has almost coupletely clor rod the linese ‘fhis 
has rotearded the flow to o mere trickle on the upper floors and only o siall 
axount of water percoletes throuch to the ground floor and besenent fixtures. 
On bath dave, the presmre is reimd to an ebmormel level of 50 to 60 peaci. 
in order to serve bath tube on the top floor. This is done at the risk of a 
1ejor collapse of the uains end risers. On occasions, sme pipes have burst, 
resulting in flooding of certain eroes. Normel pressures not exceeding 40 
PeGeie aro noceseary if the fixtures ami teps are to be protected areinst 
damage. Some branches have been replaced with copper pipe, end an exanination 
showed these lines to be entirely free of sludge and scale. 


Tho heeter wae di sconnocted and found to be coupletely blocked and 
8" pipe connections between the heeter and tenk wore exenined and found to be 
plurced with sludge so badly that a pencil sould hardly be inserted. 


In short, it can be definitely steted that the entire distribution 
system within the building inoluding risers, is in a hopeless stete and is in 
need of complete replncenent. 


Non-ferrous piping should be used in the reedesign, ond it is 
recomended thet type K hard drawn copper be used for the mains with streamlined 
copper branches and risers.

he following pages introduce a variety of tried and proven 

chopped meat formulas that will provide additional profit to 

the meat retailer, and which can be prepared from various meat 
cuts and ends, and trimmings. It is not suggested that the retail 
meat dealer merchandise at one time all the different chopped 
meat items in this book. Ie would be more satisfactory to select 
a few formulas in line with the meats that are moving slowly and 
from accumulated trimmings on hand 

Every formula should be tried out from time to time and the 
retailer can then concentrate on the ones that prove the most 
popular with the trade served. 

~ It is important to keep in mind that a profitable volume of 
biisiness cannot be built up permanently, unless the buying public 
receives fresh, wholesome meat. Trimmings should be used only 
when fresh, and should not be allowed to accumulate or they may 
become tainted or discolored. An excellent idea to follow is every 
morning, or at least once each day, check the refrigerator and then 
plan chopped meat sales according to the cuts on hand that are 
available for that purpose. 

The cost price of chopped meat, ready for sale, depends upon 
the quality of meat used, the amount of fat, and whether or not 
binders, seasoning, ice and water are used. The cost price should 
be determined at the time of making, taking into consideration 
the value or replacement cost of all materials used 

The formulas in this book are generally given in amounts up to 
100 pounds of meat. These can be increased or decreased accord.

Seasoning and binders should, of course, 
be used in proportion 

Where the less tender cuts, or combinations of different kinds 
of meat are used, best results and a more uniformly blended 
product will usually be obtained by chopping through the coarse 
plate first, then mixing thoroughly, and rechopping through the 


fine plate. 


BINDERS 

Binders (cereals or fillers) are used to bind or hold chopped 
meats together, and when used, enough cold water should be 
added to make mixing easy. They also hold the natural juices of 
the meat and absorb moisture. The addition of a binder improves 
the texture of chopped meat, making it compact yet smooth 

The principal binders in use are soya bean flour, corn flour, rice 
flour, potato flour, dry skim milk, crackers, dry bread, and blends 
of these and similar materials 

The amount of binder per 100 pounds of meat averages about 
30 and is governed by state regulations, 

In certain localities the use of binders is prohibired unless there 
is a poster displayed which reads, “sausage with cereal added.” 
There are also weights and measures laws which govern the sale of 
food. In some localities, for example, it is not permissible to 
sell any meat by the piece; it must be sold by the pound 

Every merchant should be familiar with all such laws and regu 
lations and operate strictly in conformance with them,

An inspection was recently carried out at the above school 
in connection with the completion of two contracts. Our inspecting 
officer furnishes comment on both contracts as follows:- 


(a) ons - 


Our officer met Mr. W.J, Christie, Plumbing and Heating 
Contractor, who has completed revisions and additions to the Domestic 
hot and Cold Water System at the school, and the work was carefully 


examined. 


The installation has been carried out in a most satisfactory 
and workmanlike manner, and in accordance with the plans and specifi- 
cations prepared by this Division; and to the satisfaction of the 
school authorities and Indian Superintendent H.C. Rice. 


Under the circumstances, we have accepted the work, and are 
returning the security deposit to the Contractor. 


(b) Wa 00 ontract - 

While our officer was in Shubenacadie, he inspected the 
waterproofing work carried out by Messrs. Creaghan and Archibald. 
Their Halifax representative Mr. Peitkin, under whose supervision 
this work was executed, reviewed all phases of the work with our 
officer, and explained, in detail, how the various operations in- 
cluded in the contract, were carried out. 


The caulking around the window and door frames was carefully 
examined, and appeared to have been well done. The finish over the 


entire wall surface was put on under pressure, and it is evident that 
no pains were spared to make a thoroughly good job. 


The colour is a medium grey, and some areas are slightly 
darker than the main surface. It was explained that this was due to 
varying weather conditions at the time the finish was being applied. 
The opinion was expressed, by Mr. Peitkin, that the weathering effect 
will ultimately result in a solid colour throughout. While the general 
appearance of the building is quite different from its original colour, 


it is not unpleasant. 


Several severe rainstorms have occurred since this was com- 
pleted, and there has been no evidence of any filtration of water 
through the walls. The Principal and Indian Superintendent H.C. Rice, 
both, expressed complete satisfaction, Under the circumstances, the 
work has been accepted and we are releasing the Contractor's security 


deposit.

On Sunday last, a Representative of the firm of 
Creighton & Archibald visited the Indian Residential 
School and went over the whole building. At the time, 
it wae impossible for him to know exactly where the 
leaks were originating but requested that during the 
next severe rain storm, he be contacted at his Hulifax 
headquarters at which time he will proceed to Shubena- 
ecadie in an effort to trace the leaks. 


It should be pointed out that at the time the leaks 
appeared in this building, we were experiencing one of 
the worst rain storms in recent years, and it is quite 
possible that these leaks might not show up again for 
some time. However, the work is definitely defective 
to some degree and as it is a guaranteed job for five 
years we will see that the situstion is rectified. 


Due to weather conditions during the mxt few 
months, it will be impossibie to carry on any work of 
this nature until Spring. However, should we have @ 
severe enough rain &o eall this Representative, he will 
mark the leaks in order thet his Company can progeed 
with the necessary alterations in the Spring.
